Israel fights economic problems in face of more conflict

JERUSALEM, Israel—The blasts of 
sonic booms from military aircraft bring you 
sharply into today’s world in Israel. 


This land, which has been fought over 
more than any in the world, seems prepared 
for yet another round of conflict. 


IT IS A SAD commentary that, 1900 years 
after Christianity set sail from the old walled 
city and port of Ceasaria, to spread to the 
West, “‘the peace of Christ’’ is difficult to 
find. And most difficult -of all in this 
crossroads of the world. 


Yet there is peace. At the hill of the 
Beatitudes, overlooking the Sea of Galilee, 
you reflect, how blessed are the peacemakers 
—wherever they are? : 

Above the lake on which Christ walked, the 
ridge of the Golan Heights gives military 
mastery of the countryside, as it has done 
through all the wars and insurrections of the 
past 3,000 years. 

Today the Israelis control it, safeguarding 
their settlements from Arab guns. 


_IT HAS BEEN a sad week for the Israelis. 
First was the massive devaluation of their 


pound, by 42 per cent, coupled with stringent. 


controls of imports on most luxury goods. 


In the U.S. it would be like halving the 
value of the dollar and banning the purchase

of cars, refrigerators, television sets, 


dishwashers and other ‘‘luxuries’’ once the 
supplies ran out in the local stores. 


Prices here were raised on a whole string 
of essentials, from gasoline to electricity— 
price hikes which would bring out every 
union to protest were they to be applied in 
the U.S. Can you imagine what it’s like to fill 
up your car and pay $30—with gas at $2.20 a 
gallon? 


If this economic news were not bad 
enough—and» some say the government 
delayed too long in the devaluation—within 
two days Israelis saw the strutting, posturing 
figure of Yasser Arafat, leader of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, holding 
the attention of the world at the rostrum of 
the United Nations general assembly. 


THE ANGER was visible here, and more 
guns became visible as military guards 
strolled near hotels, patrolled casually near 
kibbutzim and mounted roadblocks, as 
Arab-Israeli tension mounted. 


In other news from the United States came 
the extraordinary words of the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Gen. George S. 
Brown, before a Duke University audience, in 
which he disparagingly spoke of Jewish 
influence in the economic and political life of 


the U.S. 


And the fact that South Africa—a longtime 
friend of Israel—was ousted by the United 
Nations added gall to Israeli feelings. 


MEANWHILE, for the moment at least, 
the tourist business booms—our El Al 747 
jetliner carried a capacity 402 passengers 
direct from New York to Tel Aviv 
nonstop—and the visitors can touch, as 


_howhere else, the footsteps of Christ, the 


history of ancient peoples and the shrines of 
Christian, Moslem and Hebrew faiths. 


To watch the sun come up over the 
minarets, towers and domes of J erusalem, or 
over the Sea of Galilee is to take history by 
the forelock. 


To help celebrate Mass at the rock in the 


Garden of Gethsemane, or on the Mount of 
the Beatitudes, or above the tomb of Lazarus 
in Bethany is an experience without parallel. 

TO WALK the Via Dolorosa, through the 
winding market streets of Old Jerusalem, 


provides scenes probably not unlike those . 


witnessed by Christ as he carried his cross. 


The embellished ornamentation of the site 
of the crucifixion and the Holy Sepulchre 
itself is strange to post-Vatican II feelings, 
but in itself a relic of past generations and 
styles of Christianity. 


The smells, the ‘streets, the crowds, the 
television antennae—and the sunshine so 
reminiscent of southern California make a 
patchwork of impressions almost too difficult 
to unravel. 


MEANWHILE the current of uncertainty 
and talk of war seems to detract from the 
constant welcome of ‘'Shalom—peace’’ 
which is common wherever you travel here. 


If only shalom could really come—and 
stay.

After 13 years 
Archbishop of Canterbury retires 


Amid expressions of fond respect, Dr. Michael Ramsey, 
100th Archbishop of Canterbury, retired the day after his 70th 
birthday as primate of the Church of England and leader of 
the Anglican communion. 


He was succeeded Nov. 15 by Archbishop Frederick Donald 
Coggan, previously primate of the northern province of York, 
who at 64 takes over the leadership of the established Church 
of England at a crucial point in its history. 


_Archbishop Ramsey said on television that his keenest 
disappointment after 13 years in office was the decline of the 
influence of Christianity throughout a world which has 
become “‘more cruel, bitter and violent.”’ E 


He said the agreed statements on the Anglican-Roman 
Catholic - International Theological Commission on the 
Eucharist and ministry had ‘‘in a wonderful way” gone 
behind the familiar controversies persisting since the 
Reformation. 


There has also been a new practical relationship in 
Christians worshiping together in a way that would have 
been inconceivable a decade ago, he added. 


The Archbishop is known to favor an independent ‘‘English 
rite Church’? in communion with Rome as the eventual 
outcome of Anglican-Catholic discussions. 


Archbishop Coggan, though an unknown quantity in 
London, is also a friend of Catholic leaders there and a keen 
advocate of Christian reunion. 


Said to be an uncompromising, shrewd, enigmatic and 
punctilious intellectual, he also has a strong sense of humor, 
but not the manifest charm of his amiable and warm-hearted 
predecessor.

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Local ecumenical efforts 
ahead of Vatican decree

Ecumenically, what has 
happened in the San Diego 
diocese since the Second 
Vatican Council issued its 
Decree on Ecumenism on 
Nov. 21, 1964? 


“It would be unfair to say 
that the diocese began its 
ecumenical thrust with the 
decree,’’ Msgr. John Port- 
man, pastor of Immaculata 


chapel at the University of 


San Diego, said. 


“BEFORE THAT time 
leading ecumenists in the 
diocese were Msgr. Henry 
Keane, now chaplain - at 
Mercy Hospital, San Diego, 
and Msgr. Francis Ott, 
pastor emeritus of Blessed 
Sacrament, San Diego. 


“But organized Catholic 
ecumenical efforts began 
here in 1968 when the 
Diocesan Ecumenical Com- 
mission was formed by 
Bishop Francis Furey,’’ now 
Archbishop of San Antonio, 
Tex: 


Msgr. Portman has served 
as chairman of the commis- 
sion since it began. ‘‘Basical- 
ly,’ he said, ‘‘the commis- 
sion produces and revises 
guidelines for ecumenism, 
handles questions regarding 
ecumenism and its imple- 


relates the diocese to people 
of different faiths.” 


FOR EXAMPLE, the com- 


mission has organized an 
ecumenical service at St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral at 7:30 
p.m.,.Monday, Nov. 25, to 
mark the tenth anniversary 
of the Decree on Ecumenism. 


Leading the service will be 
Bishop Leo T. Maher. Partic- 
ipating will be Episcopal 
Bishop Robert Wolterstorff 
of San Diego as well as 
representatives of six other 
Christian churches. 


ADDITIONALLY, he ex- 
plained, the diocese was 
instrumental in forming the 
San Diego County Ecumeni- 
cal Conference in 1970, ‘‘the 
first group of its kind to have 
Catholic participation from 
the very beginning.”’ 

He also cited Catholics for 
participation in ‘‘Living 
Room Dialogues”’ where laity 
from different denominations 
gather to discuss theological 
aspects of their religions. 

He feels major ecumenical 
advances have been made 
here through ‘‘pulpit ex- 
changes’’ each October on 
Reformation Sunday, and the 
““Week of Prayer for Chris- 
tian Unity’’ observed each 
January. 


“DURING LENT many 


‘develop a firm, 


parishes also combine with 
other denominations to pre- 
sent religious services on 
varying Lenten themes.”’ 


He mentioned special pro- 
grams which will be held in 
this diocese to respond to the 
dialogues held between the 
Vatican and the Anglican and 
Lutheran churches. 


“‘Next month members of 
the First Lutheran Church 
and.St. Joseph’s Cathedral 
will meet for the ‘first 
grassroots discussion’ of the 
Catholic-Lutheran dialogue. 


NEXT May the diocese will 
sponsor a seminar for Catho- 
lic and Episcopal priests to 
discuss the statements re- 
sulting from the Catholic- 
Anglican talks at Canterbury 
and Windsor.”’ 


Msgr. Portman feels the 
goal of ecumenism is “‘organ- 
ic unity.” 

“That unity will occur,’’ 
Msgr. Portman added, ‘‘as 
we share our treasures and 
as we are as open and honest 
as we can be in expressing 
our differing traditions. 


“The necessity for ecu- 
menism today is to deal with 
serious questions and to 
common 
theological base founded on 
prayer, study and living our 
shared faith.”’

Grandmother is ‘Humanitarian’ 


St. Rose parishioner honored

_ CHULA VISTA-What does it take to be 


judged humanitarian of the year? Whatever 
it is, parishioners of St. Rose of Lima here, 
seem to have it. 


Four out of 10 nominees for the Robert 
Botterman humanitarian award for outstand- 
ing community service for 1975, including 
Mrs. Ann McGowan who received the 
award, are active members of this parish. 


“THEY ARE a very civic-minded group,”’ 
Msgr. Daniel Ryuan, pastor, said of his 
parishioners. ‘‘They are actively engaged in 
many of the programs that are a vital part of 
this fast-growing community.”’ 

A 78-year-old grandmother, Ann 
McGowan was named Humanitarian of 
the Year at a Chula Vista Chamber of 
Commerce annual awards ceremony on Oct. 
11, in recognition of 32 years of volunteer 
service on the Chula Vista Welfare Council 


This little-known organization was formed 
50 years ago to provide emergency aid to 
distressed families and individuals suffering 
temporary financial or other loss. For 30 
years, Mrs. McGowan has performed the 
duties of organizing secretary with ho office, 
no salary or expenses. 


THE COUNCIL is funded by private 
donations and a grant of $1,800 from United 
Way. When the need arises and the usual 
sources, such as the county Department of 
Welfare are unable to help—or not quickly 
enough—the welfare council is called upon 
to provide food, clothing and other 
necessities. 


In addition to her work with the council, 
Mrs. McGowan has managed to raise six 
children and welcome 24 grandcildren. ‘‘She 
is the epitome of caring and sharing.”’ her 
pastor told SC with pride. 


“She found time for the altar society, the 
choir, the Catholic Daughters of America, 
deanery and diocesan activities, filling the 
very demanding position of chairman of 
“Legislation’’ on the deanery level, in 
addition to the necessary participation in 
parent-teachers guilds and so on,”’ he said. 


ANN: MC GOWAN is still involved in 
Catholic Daughters, of which she is a charter 
member. She still sings in the parish choir. 
Her connection with St. Rose of Lima church 
dates back 32 years—the time she began 
working with the council 


It was Father Patrick J. Kenny, pastor at 
that time, who suggested that she represent 
St. Rose of Lima on the welfare council. 
“‘T’ve been around so long, I suppose they 
thought they ought to do something,’’ she 
said about the award. 


“All this attention is quite overwhelming 
—makes me feel a little unnecessary,’’ she 
added, laughing. “‘Right now, I’m neck-deep 
in preparations for the Christmas program.”’ 

THE CHRISTMAS program _ includes 
student volunteers from the parish school, 
who collect groceries and funds for dispersal 
to needy families. Last year $700 was raised

by the students, who gave half to the welfare 
council and half to the Salvation Army. 


Other nominees from the parish for the 
humanitarian award were Kitty Raseo, 
Margaret Helton and Eleanor Percival. Last 
year, St. Rose won the city beautification 
award for its church and facilities. Msgr. 
Ryan completes the parish profile of civic 
involvement, as a member of the Chula Vista 
Ethics Board.

‘Program of prayer’ to foster 
vocations ready for parishes

One of the positive re- 
sponses to come out of the 
Synod speak-up sessions on 
the priesthood and religious 
life was the request for some 
kind of parish program to 
create ‘“‘vocation conscious- 
ness’’ among the communi- 
ty. : : 

“We decided prayer was 
the way,’ said Father Neal 
Dolan, director of vocations 
for the diocese. ‘‘From that 
we know vocations will be 
born.”’ 


THE VOCATION _ office 
has drawn up a ‘‘program of 
prayer’ to be available to 
parishes on demand. On the 
first Tuesday of each month a 
specific parish sponsors a 
liturgical service—specially 
designed to meet the particu- 


lar parish needs—to pray for - 


religious vocation response 
and awareness. Other 
parishes in the area are 
invited to attend. 


The first prayer night was 
held Tuesday, Nov.. 5, at 
Blessed Sacrament parish in 
San Diego. More than 150 
persons of all ages participat- 
ed in a program that included 
a prayer service, panel 
discussion on religious life 
and a social. 


Father James Paulsen was 


coordinator and delivered a 
homily on the religious 
ministry. ‘‘This is not a 


program aimed at Christian . 


vocations on the broad basis, 
but at specifically religious 
vocations,’’ Father Dolan 
explained. 


“Tt deals with the call to 
leadership.’’ The program is 
not intended as a form of 


recruitment, but as a means 
of disseminating information 
and raising community 
awareness. 

Two weeks before each 
prayer night, Father Dolan 
will speak at all Masses in 
the selected parish.

San Ysidro church launches 
‘experimental’ parish council 


SAN YSIDRO—Communi- 
ty participation in parish 
administration has taken a 
slightly different,. if not 
unique, twist here. 


On Nov. 9 the Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel *‘Experiment- 
al’”’ Parish Council held its 
first meeting at the Kona Kai 
Club, San Diego. 


ACCORDING to Mike 
Ashcraft, publicity chairman 
for the council and the 
parish, council members, the 
presidents or chairmen of all 
parish organizations, held a 
dinner meeting and discuss- 
ed parish problems. 


‘We hope the council will 
bring the various organiza- 
tions together, unify the 
parish and encourage the 
involvement of the people in 


the material and spiritual 
matters of the community,”’ 
said Msgr. Rudolph Galindo, 
pastor. 


He explained the council 
has been established as 
“‘experimental’’ because the 
parish has a special, bi- 
lingual character. ‘‘The vast 
majority of the parish is 
Spanish-speaking, but some 
parishioners speak only 
English.”’ 


THE PROBLEMS posed 
by the language barrier must 
be worked out to allow the 
people to work together 
successfully, Msgr. Galindo 
feels. 


‘‘And that's why the 
council has been set up on an 
‘experimental’ basis, to give 
members the opportunity to 
develop unity and a good 


working relationship,”’ he 
said. 


Msgr. Galindo explained 
the council idea was develop- 
ed from a day of ‘reparation 
and prayer for members of all 
parish societies and groups, 
“‘and now we hold such a day 
the third Sunday’ of. each 
month.”’ 


BECAUSE the council is 
new, he feels it cannot be 
narrowly defined or finely 
structured until such time as 
the *‘experiment’’ can point 
the way to the best form of 
organization for the parish. 


Msgr. Galindo became 
pastor of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel earlier this year 
when the former pastor, 
Msgr. Gilbert Chavez, be- 
came Auxiliary Bishop of San 
Diego. ; 
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World Synod of Bishops 


Bringing Christ's presence to all men 


“‘We wish to confirm anew that the mandate to ~ 


evangelize all men constitutes the essential mission of 
the Church.”’ Thus read the Declaration on Evangeliza- 
tion presented to Pope Paul by more than 200 bishops 
from across the world. They gathered in Rome last 
month for the Fourth World Synod of Bishops to discuss 
“Evangelization in the Modern World.’’ 


Some observers deemed the Synod a failure because 
no definitive document with concrete evangelization 
proposals resulted from the meeting. Others thought the 
Synod was the first highly successful one since Vatican II 
because the bishops presented only a _ declarative 
summary of their debates and didn’t try to establish an 
evangelistic superstructure. 


Excerpts from the full text of their declaration follow: 


Evangelization and salvation 


Among the many subjects dealt with by the Syned, 
special attention was drawn to the mutual relationship 
between evangelization and the intregal salvation or 
complete liberation of man and peoples. 


In a matter of such importance we experienced 
profound unity in reaffirming the intimate connection 
between evangelization and such liberation. Stimulating 
us to do this were not only the close relations with our 
faithful and with other men, whose life and common fate 
we Share, but primarily the gospel, mercifully entrusted 
to us, which constitutes for all men and society the good 
news of salvation. 


That good news is to be initiated and made manifest on 
earth from now on, although it is. only beyond the 
confines of this present life that it can achieve its 
complete. fullfillment. 


Prompted by the love of Christ and illuminated by the- 


light of the gospel, let us nurture the hope that the 
Church, in more faithfully fulfilling the work of 
evangelization, will announce the total salvation of man 
or rather his complete liberation, and from now on will 
start to bring this about. 


The Church, in fact, as acommunity totally involved in 
evangelization, must conform to Christ who explained 
his own mission in these words: ‘‘The spirit of the Lord is 
upon me, for this he consecrated me with annointing and 
sent me to announce glad tidings to the poor, to give the 
prisoners their freedom, the blind their sight, to set the 
oppressed free’’ (Lk. 4:18). 


A praying, fraternal community 


Faithful! to her evangelizing mission, the Church as a 
truly poor praying and fraternal community can do much 
‘to bring about the intregal salvation or the full liberation 
of men. 


She can draw from the gospel the most profound 

’ reasons and ever new incentives to promote generous 

dedication to the service of all men—the poor especially, 

the weak and the oppressed—and to eliminate the social 

consequences of sin which are translated into unjust 
social and political structures. 


But the Church, supported by Christ’s gospel and 
fortified by his grace can harness such dedication to the 
elimination of deviations. And so the Church does not 
remain within merely political, social and economic 
limits (elements which she must certainly take into 
account) but leads toward freedom under all its 
forms—liberation from sin, from individual or collective 
selfishness—and to full communion with God and with 
men who are like brothers. 

This is how the Church, in her evangelical way, 


promotes the true and complete liberation of all men, 
groups and peoples.

Spreading the incarnate word 


By our mission we have the duty to be present among 
the men of our times to bring the presence of Christ, the 
incarnate word, among them. Therefore, in returning to 
our particular churches, we, as disciples comforted by 
the experience of the risen Christ, will discover new 
opportunities to more effectively foster the evangeliza- 
tion of the whole world and its authentic liberation. 


Certainly, we are aware that we must face numerous 
difficulties. However, we journey towards the future with 
great hope. This hope springs from our profound union 
with the crucified Christ who leads us to participate in an 
effective way in his resurrection. 


Thus, it will come about that, more deeply rooted in 
the perennial actuality of Pentecost, the Church will 
know new times of evangelization. While trying to be 
faithful to its mission in today’s world, the Church 
commits itself completely to the service of the future 
world. 


In fact, even if the destinies of this future world are 
unknown to us, Christ the Lord and center of human 
history, stimulates us so that we can progress more and 
more. The time which occurs between Easter and the 
parusia is the time of attention and aspiration toward the 
world which must come. 


In such a time it is the task of the Church to prefigure 
and prepare the final actuation of the kingdom of God. 
We know that the Lord helps his Church continuously 
and accompanies us on our pilgrimage. 


He will be with us all days (Mt. 28:30), comforting us 
with the gifts of grace, gradually leading us to the whole 
truth through the action of the Holy Spirit (Jn 16:13), 
confirming our word with signs (Mk. 16:20), while we 
confess that Jesus Christ is the Lord to the glory of God 
the Father (Phil. 2:11). 


Call to Christians 


Christ’s love and his mandate to evangelize urge all 
the faithful to dispense to others the gifts received freely 
from him. Therefore the duty to proclaim the gospel 
belongs to the whole people of God, gathered by the Holy 
Spirit in the Church. 


This work demands incessant interior conversion on 
the part of the individual Christian and continual renewal 
of our communities and institutions. 


In this way, faith will become stronger, purer and 
more intimate and we will become better fit and more 
credible witnesses of the faith through the coherence of 
our individual and social life with the gospel we must 
preach. 


We will acquire the ability to discover and discern the 
signs of the times and to recognize and respect the 
action of the spirit of Christ who is always at work in the 
life of the Church itself and in all human history so that 
everyone may have the fullness of a better life. 


Intimate union needed 


From this we can clearly see the need for intimate 
union with God through assiduous prayer, meditation 
and contemplation all strengthened and_ sustained 
through frequent participation in the sacraments. 


Through these means, the people of God may render 
more efficacious the testimony of a real brotherly 
community, diligent to respond speedily to the 
expectations of men of good will, in evangelical solidarity 
with their more distressing problems. 


With this accomplished the Church will be a more 
credible witness to the joyful announcement of the 


_Saviour of humankind; she will be a more suitable 


instrument of the Holy Spirit in the ministry to proclaim 
the gospel.

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unnecessary and wasteful. 
Ultimately, we must make 
abortion unnecessary and 
wasteful, regardless of the 
cost.

Question: 


I still get confused over Catholic teaching. - 


It seems that many of the things | learned 
in school are doubted or even denied 
today. Isn’t this true? 


Many contemporary and past theolo- 
gians have written treatises about what is 
called ‘‘the development of doctrine.’’ But 
| have found none so clear and so succinct 
as that written by St. Vincent of Lerins 
who—would you believe—lived in the 5th 
century! This gem must be quoted in full 
as an answer to the question: 


‘Is there to be no development of 
doctrine in Christ’s Church? Certainly 
there should be great development. Who 
could be so grudging towards his fellow 
men and so hostile to God as to try to 
prevent it? 


“But care should be taken to ensure 
that it is really development of the faith 
and not alteration. Development implies 
that each point of doctrine is expanded 
within itself, while alteration suggests 
that a thing has been changed from what it 
was into something different. 


‘It is desirable then that development

should take place, and that there should 
be a great and. vigorous growth in the 
understanding, knowledge and wisdom of 
every individual as well as of all the 
people, on the part of each member as 
well as of the whole Church, gradually 
over the generations and ages. But it must 
be growth within the limits of its own 
nature, that is to say within the framework 
of the same dogma and of the same 
meaning. 

“Let religion, which is of the spirit, 
imitate the processes of the body. For, 
although bodies develop over the years 
and their individual parts evolve, they do 
not change into something different. It is 
true that there is a great gap between the 
prime of youth and the maturity of later 
years, but the people who reach these 
later years are the same people who once 
were adolescents. So, although the. size 
and outward appearance of any individual 
may change, it is still the same person, 
and the nature remains the same. 


“But if the human form is changed into 
some shape that is not of its own kind, or 


at least if something is added or taken . 


away from the full complement of its 
members, then the whole body must 
perish or become a monster or at least be 
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weakened in some way. It is fitting, then, 
that Christian doctrine, too, should follow 
these laws of development, so that with 
the passage of years it may be 
strengthened, with time it may make 
progress and with age it may achieve 
greater profundity. 


_“‘Long ago our ancestors sowed the 
seed of the faith in the field of the Church. 
It would be quite incongruous and wrong 
if their descendants were to reap the 
weeds of error in place of the harvest of 
truth. Rather it is right and fitting that 
there should be no discrepancy between 
the final result and the beginning. From 
the seed that was’ planted, that is the 
teaching of the gospel, we should reap a 
harvest of wheat, that is the doctrine that 
has developed. So then, when something 
evolves from those first beginnings, as 
from seeds, it should now be received with 
joy and cultivated with care.’’ 


And, finally, when we hear of ‘‘new’’ 
opinions in doctrine, a state of nervous- 
ness if not downright panic can be avoided 
if we recall St. Paul’s advice: ‘‘Do not 
restrain the Holy Spirit; do not despise 
inspired messages. Put:all things to the 
test: keep what is good and avoid every 
kind of evil.’’ (I Thessalonians 5:21)

Card. Krol raps press on 
World Synod coverage 


WASHINGTON = (NC)— 
Praising the contributions of 
the U.S. delegates to the 
World Synod of Bishops last 


-month, Cardinal John Krol of 


Philadelphia went on to rap 
the coverage afforded the 
event in the secular press. 


Reporting on the synod to 
the American bishops Nov. 
18 at their annual meeting 
here, the cardinal called 
media reports of division 
between the Pope and the 
bishops ‘‘regrettable and 
incredible.”’ 


“HOW ANYONE could 
infer that the Pope rebuked 
the synod or could imply that 
it tried to minimize the Holy 
Father’s authority and power 
is a mystery.”’ 

Because the Synod did not 
produce a document on 
evangelization, many report- 
ers concluded the meeting 
was a failure because of 
internal dissension. 


Some reporters interpret- 
ed the qualifications on the 
synod’s conclusions expres- 
sed by Pope Paul in his 
closing address to the bish- 
ops as an ‘‘attempt to 
reassert his challenged au- 
thority.” ; 

“THE FACT of the mat- 
ter,’’ Cardinal Krol said, ‘‘is 
that the synod was geared 
and programmed not to a

As women will, we were talking...about 
Thanksgiving and our traditional custom 


of feasting and family gatherings during 


this national holiday. 
Thanksgiving ceremonies and the har- 


vest festival they recall are a charming: 


and necessary part of the ritual of our 
lives, reminding us, as they do, of our 
dependence upon the earth, the seasons, 
the elements, and above all, the unfailing 
bounty of God. 


THEY ARE AN expression of gratitude 
and awareness which we share alike with 
primitive ancestors and the agrarian 
peoples of our day. In the Old Testament, 
the harvest and the vintage—the grape 
picking —were occasions of rejoicing. 


“From hill to hill the song of the reapers 
spreads, making them oblivious of their 
hard lot of toiling with the scythe in 
withering heat of the sun,’’ Leon Dufour 
writes in summary of the psalmists. 


The harvest is the sign of divine 
blessing, and indicative of the inter-rela- 
tionships of God and man, but also of man 
and man, and man and the universe. 


IN THIS inter-relationship the ‘’giving’’ 
of thanksgiving takes a sharper focus. The 
gleaner, the reaper, is traditionally 
expected to be generous, to allow others to 
share in his. abundance, to partake of his 
plenty. In Jewish lore, provision must 
always be made for the stranger—the 
unexpected one—the less fortunate. 


The very act of sharing the need of- 


another, and meeting it from our own 
resources is a practical reminder that our 
security and hopes should not lie in 
treasure laid up for oneself in well-filled 
‘‘coffers,’’ but in generous response to the 
gratuitous munificence of God. 


In modern liturgies the communal 
nature of Christian response is more and 
more evident. It has always been the 
essence of our thanksgiving, our Eucha- 
rist. We share the bread of life, the cup of 
reconciliation with one another. 


WE SHARE, not only with our 
immediate community or friends, but with 
those who may be strange to us—visitors 
or travellers. It would be incongruous to 
celebrate Thanksgiving with elaborate 
feasting and exclusive family gatherings 


in the midst of hunger and deprivation, for 
this is contrary to the whole meaning of 
thanksgiving. 

If we have cause to be thankful—and 
who does not?—the expression of our 
gratitude is genuine and realistic only 
when it also gives others cause to be 
thankful. It is not enough merely to 
receive and make something our own, for 
that is to limit both the good and 
ourselves. 


By extending what we have received to 
others, we allow its benefit to be 
increased, its value more greatly appreci- 
ated, the joy multiplied, and a cycle of 
well-being and generosity taken further 
on its course. 


IF WE ARE to rejoice—and God knows 
we have abundant cause for rejoicing in 
the consciousness of his love—it is only 
Christian to liberate that rejoicing and 
make it accessible to those who have been 
unable to perceive much cause for joy. 


The Thanksgiving meal itself under- 
scores the ‘‘giving’’ as well as the 
“‘thanks’’, as we pass from hand to hand 
the ‘‘fruits of the harvest’’, the spices of 
life, the work of our hands:“There is a 
mutual offering of nourishment and 
fellowship, the passing around of the good 
things in life. 


Perhaps, this year, with hunger and 
starvation so prominent in the news and so 
widespread in other countries, we may 
experience a defensive twinge or two, 


contemplating our willing over-indulgence 


in turkey and pumpkin pie. Perhaps 
conscience will drive us to a somewhat 
larger donation to ‘‘canned_ goods’’ 
collections in the local parish, or Catholic 
Relief Services appeals. 


BUT THERE IS the rest of this year, 
and every other year to recall that 
Thanksgiving is not one specific day each 
year, nor even a weekly liturgy, nor a 
sometime thing. 


For us, thanksgiving is a way of 
life—the way of life—a continuous rhythm 
of receiving, integrating and offering. 
Receiving the bountiful goodness of God, 
letting it flow into and become part of us, 
and offering its fruit to friend and stranger 
alike. 


Of the people, 
By the people, 
For the people, 
From the people.

Ten years of ecumenism-—is it for real?

What has happened in the 10 years since Catholics 
were brought into the ecumenical age when the 
Second Vatican Council issued its Decree on 
Ecumenism, Nov. 21, 19642 


When Pope John XXIII announced the council in 


1959, he made a point of declaring it ‘‘a renewed © 


invitation to the faithful of the separated 
communities that they also may follow us amiably in 


this search for unity and grace.’’ 


CATHOLIC ecumenism was virtually non-existent 
before the decree, and the progress in 10 years has 
been remarkable. But any assessment of the present 
situation shows that despite the progress made the 
churches are still far away from full Christian unity. 


With the publication of the Decree on Ecumenism, 
the Church officially announced its intention to enter 
into dialogue with other Christian churches, ‘to 
search actively for possibilities of reunion. Catholics 
began talking with Protestants instead of ignoring 
them or talking at them. Protestants were invited to 
Catholic meetings and Catholics to Protestant 
meetings, Catholics agreed to pray with other 
Christians and with Jews, and found it was not so 
hard after all. 


The Vatican established a separate secretariat to 
promote Christian unity, which began theological 
dialogues with other Christian Churches to 
rediscover their common heritage of faith and see if 
differences could be ironed out. 


ON THE SAME day as the decree, the Document 
on the Dogmatic Constitution of the Church was also 
published. The two documents are inseparable in 
understanding the Church’s change of attitude. 


One of the most noticeable achievements of the 
document on the Church was that it returned to the 
biblical imagery of the ‘‘People of God’’ for its 
definition of the Church. The ecumenism decree 
expanded on that imagery. 


All those justified by faith through baptism are 
incorporated into Christ,’’ the decree stated. ‘‘They 
therefore have a right to be honored with the title 
Christian, and are properly regarded as brothers in 
the Lord by the sons of the Catholic Church.’’ 


THE OPEN admission of real brotherhood in 
Christ, the admission of shared responsibility for the 
original rifts, amounted to radical changes in the 
Catholic psyche. It quickly became clear to Catholics 
that they were far behind many other Christians in 
responding to the call ‘that all may be one.”’ 


In the course of the previous 50 years in the 
United States, the diversified Lutheran bodies (22 in 
1914) gradually unified until today there are only 
three major groups. 


The 10-million member United Methodist Church 
was formed in 1968 as the union of two bodies, each 
of which resulted from earlier reunions. The United 
Presbyterian Church in the USA draws its 2.9 million 
members from two major Presbyterian denomina- 
tions which merged in 1958. 


The World Council of Churches (WCC), a 
fellowship of more than 260 Protestant, Anglican,

INTERFAITH dialogue, prayer and work at the 
grassroots level are at the heart of the ecumenical 
movement. One leading Catholic ecumenist 
summarized the prospects of unity without the 
experience of dialogue and sharing on the local 


level: ‘‘You just get higher echelon mergers that 


never really change the local parish.’’ 


When the Second Vatican Council reminded 
Catholics that one of their tasks is to seek the 
reunion of .all Christians, the first moves were 
enthusiastic but highly tentative. 


Catholics had been raised in an era in which 
Protestant community projects were viewed with 
suspicion’ and Catholic participation was often 
forbidden as an advancement of another religion. It 
was a major step, for Catholics to begin joining with

Orthodox and Old Catholic Churches around the 
world, was founded in 1948 to serve the 
advancement of unity. 


THE NATIONAL Council of Churches of Christ in 


"the USA, was formed in 1950. It lists 31 constituent 


bodies, with membership representing two-thirds of 
the non-Catholic Christians in the United States. 


In 1962 came the Consultation on Church Union 
(COCU)—a venture in reconciliation by nine 
Christian denominations with a total membership of 
about 22 million in the United States. 


On the world level, in addition to the World 
Council of Churches, there are numerous alliances, 
federations or councils that promote interdenomina- 
tional cooperation within the larger groups: the 
Lutheran World Federation, the Pentecostal World 


other Christians and Jews even in social efforts to 
meet community needs. 


CHURCH REUNION can succeed ultimately only if 
it is a grassroots effort of all the people of God, but 
Church officials and theologians are also vital to the 
total effort. They are especially qualified by their 
training or office to break down many of the 
institutional barriers to reunion. 


For Catholics, the Pope plays a unique role in 
ecumenism. In 1964 Pope Paul and Greek Orthodox 
Patriarch Athenagoras | of Constantinople, the 
ecumenical patriarch (first among equals) of all the 
Orthodox Churchs, issued a common declaration 
calling a halt to the ‘‘rancor of the past’’ and urging 
collaboration in scholarly, pastoral and charitable 
works. 


In 1965 Pope Paul and. Archbishop Michael 
Ramsey of Canterbury, primate of the Anglican or 


Episcopal Churches, issued a common declaration | 


calling for dialogue on the basis of their shared 
tradition. 


THE PATRIARCHS of Armenian, Coptic and 
Syrian Churches, separated from the Roman Church 
since the Council of Chalcedon (451 A.D.) issued a 
common declaration with the Pope stating that the 
differences separating them were not matters of 
faith, but only of formulation. 


In addition the Pope or his representatives have 
met with Moslem and Jewish leaders and 
representatives of the ancient religions of the East. 


Under the Secretariat for Christian Unity, 
consultations have been set up internationally with 
the Anglicans and Lutherans. The Vatican, the 
Lutheran World Federation and the World Alliance 
of Reformed Churches have established a three-way 
dialogue on the Christian character of marriage. 


THE VATICAN and the World Methodist Council 
are exploring aspects of Christian spirituality. The 
Vatican is meeting regularly with pentecostals to 
discuss perspectives on spirituality and conversion 


The most advanced theological dialogue on the 
international level is the Anglican-Roman Catholic 
Internation! Commission (ARCIC), which has 
reached major agreements on the Eucharist and 
ministry, and is currently studying the question of 
authority in the Church 


The international Catholic-Lutheran dialogue 
issued a major statement on ‘‘The Gospel and the 
Church’’ in 1972 after seven years of dialogue. In 
addition to the international dialogues, national and 
regional dialogues have opened up in many 
countries. 


SUCH OFFICIAL forms of cooperation and 
communication can forestall misunderstandings, 
lead to deeper appreciation of shared commitments, 
and bring a greater sensitivity on all sides to the real 
concerns of others—all prerequisites to the ultimate 
goal, reunion of the churches. But ultimately the 
reunion of Christians will be the work of the Spirit 
and not of man.

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Bishops pray, reflect. 
before annual meeting 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
Bishops Leo T. Maher and 
Gilbert Chavez were among 
more than 150 bishops gath- 
ering here Nov. 17 to pray, 
study and reflect on ‘‘The 
Renewal of Faith”’ in prepar- 
ation for their five-day annu- 
al, national meeting now in 


- progress. 


Archbishop John Quinn of 
Oklahoma City, Okla., chair- 
man of the bishops’ Pastoral 
Research and Practices Com- 
mittee, who coordinated the 
day of reflection, said that to 
his knowledge it was the first 
time the bishops have met 
for a day of prayer and 
reflection since their annual 
meetings were started in 
1966. 


THE BISHOPS opened the 
day at 11:30 a.m. by concele- 
brating Mass. Archbishop 
Quinn, the chief concele- 
brant, reminded his fellow 
bishops in his homily that the 
challenges they face in the 
social upheavals today are 
not unlike the challenges the 
apostles faced when Christ 
told them that Jerusalem 
would fall and the temple 
would be reduced to rubble. 


‘The apostles’ question to 
Christ,’ "he said, ‘‘was, How 


do we react to all these 
challenges and upheavals? 
Isn’t this the same question 
that is facing us today?” 


In the afternoon several 
speakers and panelists told 
the bishops what they see as 
critical concerns of faith 
today and what they feel-the 
bishops must do to exercise 
leadership in the ‘‘face of a 
turning point in Western 
history.”’ 


Father Carl Peter of the 
theology department of the 
Catholic University of Amer- 
ica suggested that wide- 
spread confusion today has 
weakened faith. ‘ 


““WE MIGHTILY need a 
solid effort to articulate the 
reasons for believing as a 
Christian today...We do need 
an effort to make an honest 
case for believing, for faith— 
this from educated men and 
women, lay and cleric, who 
are committed both to their 
Christian faith and to the 
unbending demands of criti- 
cal intelligence.”’ 

Msgr. Arthur Sullivan, a 
‘pastor from the diocese of 
Providence, R.I., zeroed in

A young German freelance journalist (Jon 
Voight) in 1963 stumbles upon the diary of a 
now-dead Jewish survivor of Riga concentra- 
tion camp and determines to track down the 
vicious commandant (Maximilian Schell) of 
the camp mentioned in the memoirs. 

He discovers and, disguised as an ex-SS 
officer, eventually infiltrates the Odessa, a 
secret SS organization one of whose 
functions is to create new identities for its 
members and locate them in prominent 
positions in German government, business 
and police. 


The German setting (principally Ham- 
burg) is authentic enough and the topical 
references too, for instance, John Kennedy’s 
assassination create suitably realistic ten- 
sion at the outset, but director Ronald 
Neame seems at a loss to keep his story 
moving. 

Moreover, Voight’s performance lacks 
both conviction and inner logic—until his 


final confrontation with Schell when, for 


most viewers, it will be too late. The result is 
a lot of heavy dialogue, leaden scene
